KELLOGG’S .ADDRESS TO THE PEO- 
PUL. 
Special Dispatch to I'he Chicago Tribune. 

New Orveana, La., Sept. 30.—Gov. Kellogg 
has prepared an address to the people of the 
United States, reviewing the political and finan- 
cial condition of Louisiana since the War, and 
vindicating the course of his Administration. 
The Governor first takes up the charge of 

CORRUPTION AND FINANCIAL MISMANAGEMENT. 
He says: 


When the present State Government came into office, 
there were outstanding from previous administrations 
Auditor’s checks on the Treasury known as Sate war- 
rants, which the Treasurer had peen unabie to redeem 
to the amuunt of $2,300,000 ([Auditor’s report of 1872, 
page 36). There were outstanding bonds iesved before 
and singe the War to the amount of $21,809,000. Since I 
have been in office, I havesigned 576 bounds of $1,000 
each, and 125 second mortgage bonds of the same de- 
nomijation, the latter issued upon a section of 10 
miles of completed railroad, In both cases the issu- 
ance of these bonds was authorized by acis of the 
Legislature, passed previous to my coming into 
office, and was rendered obligaiory upon me 
by a decision of the Supreme Court as wo

THE STEAMBOATMEN. 


Convention at St. Louis. 

Sr. Louis, Sept. 30.—The Convention of 
steamboatmen met here at the Lindell Hotel 
to-day, with full delegations from Cincinnati, 
Louisville, Pittsburg, New Orleans, Vicksburg, 
Cairo, Kyausville, and St. Louis. Capt. E. W. 
Gould, of St. Louis, was elected temporary 
Chairman, and, in tendering thanks and welcom- 
ing the delegates to St. Louis, he stated that the 
general objects of the Convention were to de- 
vise means to remedy the existing 
evils in steamboating, and remove. the 
embarrassments under which this great interest 
is suffering. He urged that the local associa- 
tions should become auxiliary members of the 
Natioval Board of Steam Navigation, in order to 
band the entire steamboat interest of the coua- 
try together for their protection.

OUR CURRENCY. 


Bonamy Price, the English Political 
Economist, Gives His Opinion of It. 
New York, Sept. 30.—The Tribune publishes 

to-morrow a long interview with Bonamy Price, 

Professor of Political Economy of Oxiord Uni- 

versity, who is to address the Chamber of Com- 

merce to-morrow. The Professor thinks the 

American currency shockingly bad, and says 

there is only one step to be taken, viz: The ex- 


tinction of inconvertible paper. Anything short 
of the extinction of the currency is so radically 


and fundamentally bad, that Jl heave 
no interest in comparing the _ relative 
goodness or badness of any expedients. Secre- 


tary McCulloch's policy was mght, and his ex- 
ample should be followed. The only objec: of 
the currency is for exchanging goods. If a cur- 
rency is thoroughly convertible, I don’t think it 
is-of great importance that there should bea 
large stock of gold. Provided the currency is 
issued by ap issuer who is perfectiy safe, thor- 
oughly responsible for the debt, the public won't 
ask gold in exchange for bis notes. They would 
rather have notes. 

Question—Why should not the Government 
be the issuer of convertible notes and derive 
profit from them ? 3 

Auswer—You cannot get the President of the 
United Staces into the Bankrupt Court. You 
can put the Directors of the Bank of England 
into it You cannot rely upon convertibility 
without a party of politicians. The public would 
not believe im any paper issued by the Govern- 
ment direct. The profit belongs to the nation, 
but a Government or a President are bad issuers 
of notes pledged to be paid an demand. I[.be- 
lieve the intermediate agency of some private 
corporation is the true method, and the deposit 
of national bonds is a legitimate and proper 
security to be required of the issuers of notes.

The Wisconsin Railroads Will Com- 
ply with the Law—Conference of 
Railroad Commissioners.

Resolved, That the Commissioners interpret Chap. 
73, Laws of 1874, to require as the rate of fare that the 
exact product of the number of miles multiplied by 
the legai rate per mnule shall be the maximum amount 
chatged in each case, but that in case of fractional 
miles the fraction may be counted as a unit,

Thus it comes that our 
merchants can calmly view the situation, believ- 
ing that the companies will all return before 
their policies expire again.

MUNICIPAL TAXATION, 


To the Edttor ef The Chicago Trivune: 

Sin: Iwill try totolve your conundrum at 
once by proposing some counter-propositions. 

Do the Chicago merchants pay all, or one- 
half, or even one-third, of the $7,000,000 reve- 
nue now raised in this city ?- Do not the active 
business-men now generally rent their stores 
and oflices from wealihy proprietors, whom you 
propose to relieve from all public burdens; and 
to put them all upon the hard-working men, 
who, witb their brains, hands, and credit, rather 
than capital, make Chicago the proud Metropolis 
she is to-day? 

If you reply that the tenants now pay the tax- 
es on the realty in paying their rent, I would ap- 

eal directly to the owners of business-biocks to 

nowewhether or not they are receiving rents 
enough to pay taxes aud insurance, over and 
above a fair, oreven alow, interest upon the 
capital invested; and whether or not an in- 
creased tax upon the tenant would increase or 
diminish the demand for stores or shops. 

Again: the greatest trouble we now Liave is to 
distribute the necessary taxation equitably 
among the people in proportion to their proper- 
ty. But how does your pian obviate this difti- 
culiy? If you makea uniform charge for 
wholesale dealers’ license, for instance, you sub- 
ject the man ay, Sem capital and $300,000 
annual business to the same tax precisely which 
is imposed upon the man or firm with $1,000,000 
cavital and $12,000,000 aunual business. But, 
if you propose to regulate the tax by the amount 
of capital in the business, or by the amount 
of business done, or upon both capital and 
business combined, you at onee encounter ob- 
Btacies, in aking a fair assessment as between 
diferent parties, Of much greater magnitude 
than are now encountered in correcting the evils 
of the-present system. It is very desirabie that 
the burdens and benet(its of taxation should, 
* like the dews of Heaven, be made to descend 
upon all alice ;” yet it is no easy task for finite 
belugs to accomplish this beneficent object.

From wWhat.I had heard and‘read about the 
Fire Department of your city, I had thoug lt 
that it would be a hopeless task to endeavor to 
bringabout a judicious reform and discipline in 
the Fire-Brigade organization, as I expected to 
find it fullof men whose only qualification was, 
that they were politicians. ‘The National Board 
seems also to be carried away with this idea, as 
are many of your merchants. Well, sir, 1 have 


during the day to get at the truth of this matter. 
I entered the fire-station a perfect stranger, and 
unaccompanied. I got into convérsation «with 
one or more of the men ateach atation. I talk- 
ed to themas an old fireman, and soon found 
myself perfectly at eage putting questions that 
might bring out what I was desirous of knowing. 
In eieven stations I found but one individual 
who said that politicians had the slightest thing 
to do in the matter. In closer questioning this | 
member, he failed to make out a single case 


detriment. One man—I believe a Foreman— 
Biated he was nine years ahd eleven months in 
the force, and had never voted, or been asked to 
do so, by any one over him, or connected with 
the Fire Commission or Corporation. One man 
had voted once, another three times; all repu- 
diated the idea of the Department being defect- 
ive or impaired in its movement by auy politi- 
cal association. Being tatisficd beyond the 
Blightest doubt that there is 
NO GROUND FOR THE BELIEF 
that politics are introduced imto the Fire De- 
partment, I leave this question, aud deal with 
the Department on its merits. In the ‘first 
place, | may say that the expenditure of this 
Department is enormous, and more thaa would 
make and keep up a siate of efliciency 
that would make it almost beyond a possibility 
for Chicago to be again cursed by fires of the 
magnitude that have visited it during the past 
few years. I find nearly ali the apparatus in use 
too heavy and cumbersome; in fact, every 
machine or appliance is made to fight a large 
fire. ‘There is but one idea, and that is large 
fires. I find nothing but large steam {fire-en- 
gines, some weighing as heavy as 4 to 4!; tons. 
it 1s expected to draw those to a fire, in some in- 
stances three-quarters of a mile, and be there in 
time to extinguish a fire ere it could have 
made any serious headway. To me the thing 
is next to an impossibility. The  hose- 
carts, and the hose taken on them, are evon more 
heavy in proportion to the requirements than is 
the unwieldy engine. The engine is made to dis- 
charge from 300 to 490 gallons of water per min- 
ute. Whenit arrives on the ground,as Was the 
case in the July fire, it had to draw its supply 
from a 3-inch water-pipe, There would have 
been as much sense in feeding an elephant f:om 
a teaspoon as to have expected other results than 
-what foliowed. The waier-pressure on the 
gauge of this engine could have scarcely indi- 
cated 35 pounds, whereit ought to have given 130 
pounds was any effective result to have come 
from it, and the two extremes meet. It is here

It will stand a pressure of 100 to 4150 
pounds, and can be repaired when barst, which 
cannot be done with the rabber. There is no 
reason why Chicago should not have the hose 
made in the Department by its own men, and 
not cost over $1.10 to $1.15 per foot. A horse 
can go much quicker toa fire with 600 feet of 
leather than 400 feet of rubber bose. 

Complaint ie also beard that there is delay, 
especially during the night, in finding fire-signal 
boxes and giving the alarm by parties who might 
have discovered the fire at its first inception. To 
meet this as far as possible, at or near each sig- 
nal-box there should be a street-lamp, glazed 
with a colored glass, sayabrightred. Thislamp 
would be the means for blocks of denoting the 
nearest signal-box to give the alarm from. By 
such a light no delay would occur, as was the 
case at the fire which destroyed the premises of 
Giles Bros. & Co., on State street. 

Lhe National Boaid justly take strong grounds 

AGAINST THE LUMBER-YARDS 

of Chieago; and, on this point, I fully indorse 
their remarks when they say that ‘A fire start- 
ing here, if not arrested at once, would soon be 
of such magnitude that human effort would be 
powerless to stop it.” The Board urges that the 
lumrber-vards be removed, and thew this source 
of danger to the eity would be got rid of. They 
have not, however, suggested a remedy, and for- 
got entirely that it would be just as sensible to ad- 
vise that the elevator should be removed to New 
York. Neither could be entertained. The)umber- 
interests form an important branch of commerce, 
and cannot be removed. The question for me 
to consider is, Can the danger be brought dowa 
toa fair minimum? To dothia, I would urge on 
not only the owners of the lumber, but the civil 
authorities, the necessity of removing the many 
miils and box-facturies that exist in theimmedi- 
ate vicinity. {lt would be a decided improve- 
nent to prohibit the erection of any -such build- 
ing within the lumber-yards, unless they aro 
constructed of solid masonry, so that, should a 
fire oceur within them, it would be held there. 
Such buiidiogs ought to be not over two stones 
in height, aud with thiek walls (18-inch). ‘No 
opening should exceed 10 foet, and they should 
have not less tan the same space of masonry 
or brick between each intervening wiadow or 
door. Firemen could by this means deal closely 
and directly with the body of fire in the interior. 
The boiler—hbouss shouid be of similar material, 
disconnected from the main structure, -and 
vaulted over; the chimney not to be less than 
120 feet in height, surmounted by close wire 
screens. No lumbershould be piled closer to 
the establishment than 50fesé. In close proxim- 
ity to these lumber-vards, the dauger to my mind 
is greatly augmented by the immense gas- 
establishments. Should a fire ever occur in the 
lumber near one of these, with a moderate 
amount of wind blowing in its direction, no dne 
can foreses the amount of loss of both life and 
property that would result for miles distant.

THE BUSINESS PORTION. 

The Insurance Board of Underwriters com- 
plain that, when a fire does occur in your city, 
there is, comparatively speaking, no salvage. 
They had reference especially tothe Giles, Bro. 
& Co.'s fire; aud yet they insist, as one of the 
conditions of the companies remaining, that build- 
ings shall be secured by iron shutters and doors. 
One or the other is inconsistent and unreason- 
able. Time does not permit me to continue on 
this point. True it is, your buildings are ex- 
tremely high, but no higher than in the City of 
New York, and, of thejtwo, from a fire as well as 
an insuraace point of view, are safer. The Man- 
sard roof isthe exception in Chieago, and the 
rulein New York.

Ll bave never, in any part of the European 
Continent or in your own country, or the Do- 
minion of Cana met a better epecimen of 
what is demanded to make a Department eflicient 
than I find in vour different fire-stations, in 
cleanliness, physique, and size. I should like 
much to have learnt that thé citizens of Ubicayo 
take'a deéper interest in them, for the mens 
rsénal comfort, as it would add much to the 
ature protection of the immense wealth 
these men are calléd on by night and 
day to protect, under the svorebiag sun's ray 
in midsainmer, or the coldest wintry night, 
whén -the thermometer at times indicaies 
maay degrees below zero. It ehilled my «blood 
when, in conversation with some of these men, 
I learnt that, during the late winter, some of 
them had done duty during a whole night at 
four avd five distinct fires, each one oecurring 
‘after they lad turned in. Why, #ir, I came from 
a city where [ have, and so hasevery'man, in that 
Department bad, to do the same thifg,’but un- 
der a ve “erent state of circumstances. If 
we rotern tom fire on a cold night/and ‘have 
been on duty over ove hour, we find the mother- 
lv emile and Kindwords uttered to us by one or 
more of the men's wives, who are there by the 
warm stove,—the coffee-or-tea-kettle boiling,— 
and each man accepts from her, as from a min- 
istering angel, the warm cup tendered. I have 
known this repeated four times in sixteen hous. 
The men’s wet socks are strewed around ihe stove; 
avd, return when you will, dry, warm clothivg 
is sure to be fteady for each. Flow different are 
your men! No matter how cold or damp is the 
night, no cup of tea or coffee, no ministering 
angei, is encountered. Wet socks, frozen cddis 
or pants, must again be putin use. Can it be 
surprigiug that inen will actept that cursed glass 
of liquor, by which they are unmaunédand rea- 
dered incompetent to perform their duty ? 
THE NEXT DRAWBACK 
consists in that there is no provizgion made for 
the menio case of accident, or, inthe event of 
doath, for their families.

I herewith hand vou a copy of the 
DRILL OF THE PARIS FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

I had the privilez4, some fw years ago, of being 
present ata parade-dirill of the Paris force, and will 
mention a few of the feats periormed; and first I may 
remark that the Paris Departraent do not carry nor re 
quire to use the iong, lumbering, Leavy ladders now 
used by the Chicago brigade,—light repes supplying 
their place. 

A large block of buildings similar to, but at least 
two stories higher than, 

THE CYrICaAGO TRIDUSE BUILDING, 
was supposed to be on fire on one of the upper fists, 


| and the inmates, being una die to eseape, had to seek 


refuge on the roof. To rsmck and rescue those people 
without ladders, was a puzzle to me, but the problem 
Was soon solved, At the third-story windows were 
small baiconies; this would be at a hetght of about 35 
feet from the ground, One portion of tne Brigade was 
ordered to rescue the peoovle on the roof, another por- 
tion to endeavor to extinguish the fre, but Loue were 
to enter the baiidifg. 

la @ Moment the men comprising the reacue party 
formed themséives iuto a pyramid similarto what may 
be seen atacircus, each man jumping up and stand. 
ing om the other's shoulders erect, until it was about 
XH feethigh. Then # tight latder (not-?? feet tong, 
aud whica lL aiterwards held up on my finger-ende) 
was passed up; on the endof it waSasmall hook,

This was no 
sooner done than the pyramid of men scattereu, whilst 


men beléw fastened «a strong rope baying Kmois in it at 
intervals of sore 14 inches, to enable the men to.Lave 
some foothold on deseom 
up and hooked on, when two men ascended it 
hand, ang imamediately commenced the 
aecent of the next story. Tae man who made the 
fret agtent again run’ up the*ladder to. the fourth 
story, and, standing on the lfutel, drew up the ladder, 
passed down the small cord, and drew up the repe, 
when up went tae two rhen as before. Tag three men 
now stsod on the Window-sill; the smail ladder was 
again Taise!, dnd its @nd'rested on the liftel,” two of 
‘the men hokling the lower part with Meir fret,” and 
réaching &s high as they coald hold the ladder with 
their handwagainst the wall, This Heine dome, vut 
jumped the lighter man and ascended the next win- 
dow, and agaiu passed down the cord fof the ladder 
and rope, wlen the oiher two men mounted as before. 
This was repeated util they readied the window just 
below the cooping or cornice, The hook was now 
firmly bitoted on the coruice. Tuetwo men having 
attached their line to the ndders and folding on as 
before, the Bgl maa went out aud was 
on the rook in» a monient, when down 
came _—_—i his iine. The other repe was drawn 
Up, misde fhst, and the other two men followed. 
Each of these men had round bis waist a strong belt, 
two of them hayifig a enap-epring; Whilst the third, 
the ightest nian, had a strong rihg im his Delt ¢ to this 
one of the men hitched his ensp-s;‘timg, and, putting 
the man off his feet and allowing him to‘dangie lrelp- 
lessiy by the waist, immediately began to déjcénd as 
unconcernedly as if he was on the street. He had ho 
sooner resched terra firms than a comrade was dis— 
patched for the other man, who was brought down i 
& similar manner, 

This whole performance (as far as I can recollect) 
did not take over five minutes. This done, a man en- 
tered a building om the opposite side of the Street, and 
from the roof of it let down a small line, and drew up 
the end of the siromg pope that was fastened to the 
roof of the other building; he drew it tight, 
fastening it to a bed-post. Tue rope was nox 
stretched across the etrect from roof to roof, at a 
height of 60 or 70 feet. Several Men paSBod and over 
haud along this rope to the otner building, swiagmg in 
the airlike so many monkeys. No sooner were all 
across than tlre end was’ let down to the ground, and 
the whole party descended,—every other man having 
one On“ his Dack; simply hoiding on, “without any 
waist-beilt or fastening of any kind, 

I remarked to the officer in charge that I would like 
to see how he would rescue in the event of the buila- 
ing in question beiag very much on fire, and #moke 
and flames forcing out of the windows, Uis answer 
was s00n given and fully illustrated. The adjoining 
building would be scaled; and from it thé rescue would 
be effected. He ordered the force toa building that 
wasitwo storits lower iban the one stppoged to be on 
fire adjoining. The mon mounted as before de- 
ecribed, until they stood on the ridge of the other 
building, Isnould say avout 20 feei digger than iho 
one on wiich they stood, It was a dead gable next to 
them, The light ladder once more came into play; it 
was placed straight up against tbe wail, and a slight, 
com pactly-built iit~_le Frencinain mounted to the top- 
most rung, when lig comrade below stooped down, 
and by shver strengtia, grasping the lower part of the 
ladder, gradually raised it until he got it fullarm’s 
lengih above his head, The man on the top of the 
ladder, standing: straight up, caught the tep of tre 
wali, avd, by eieer streng!h of muscle of arm, drew 
himself up to the top of the wail, la amomout he 
was on the roof, and dowa came his small cord for the 
rope, when the men once more mounted to the roof, 

The maneuvres explained with reference to tle roz- 
cue party were applied in like manner to the “detach- 
ment detailed to extinguish the fire, until the heavy 
knotted rope was made fast to an opposite window. 
This done, the branchman commenced toascend, Ho 
took with him a piece of fat board about 2'9 feet long, 
3 inehes broad, and 1 uch thick, having at each end a 
rope, about 3 feet long; fastened to the loose ends of 
these ropes wus epiced an iron hook. Waer the 
man had drawn himseif up toa height tocommand the 
windows, he fixed the hook'to tie Knot on the main 
rope, 60 that it formed a triangle, the wooden slat be- 
iug at the bottom. On this wooden base he seated 
himself, and passed d»wn his line for the hose, which 
he drew up; end, taking his branch-pipe (which was 
valy some 12 inckes long) from his back, where 1t was 
strapped, he fixed it on ani wag ready to operate, [is 
feet resaiug against the wall enavied him to maneuvre 
much better taama our Men can do on tieir large, cum- 
brous ladders.

CHEYENNE, Wy., Sept. 30.—Buffalo Bill, one 
of the guides of the Sweetwater Expedition, 
commanded by Col. Milles, arrived at Rawlins

Gen. Miles? Victory Over the Savages. 
On Battle Creek, Pan Handie, Tex. (Sept. 5), Corre- 
svondence of the New York Heraid. 

On the 26th of August, Lieut. Baldwin, Fifth 
Infantry, and a party of scouta for the first time 
reported, baving had, during their absence, near 
Adobe Walls, Tex., two fights with Indians, 5us- 
taining no loss, bat inflicting a loss of several 
killed and wounded upon the enemy. They re- 
ported the main camp of hostile Indians south of 
the Antelope Hills, on tug hoadwaters of the trib- 
utaries of tied River. Now the chase began, the 
truil running southwest, crossing Custer's (1868) 
at right angies near the north fork of lied River. 
Camp was broken day at 5 o'clock a. m., and 
the command, with train, marched 25 miles daily, 
experiencing hardships aud privations ee! dom’ 
endured. No water was discovered in the beds 
of s.reams and only at long intervals were found 
holes of stagnant water, impregnated with 
gypsum and of the consistency of sirup. Men 
rushed in frenzy and drank, onlv to find their 
thirst creased rather than slacked. - Even coffee 
boiled in it was found so bitter that it could not 
be drank. The heat was unendurable, the ther- 
mometer ranging above 100 degrees daily. The 
march was sumply a terrible journey through a 
barren waste—desert as itis. On the 27th, the 
main Indian trail was struck at the Sweetwater 
and followed, The morning of the 28th it was 
plain that the savages were but a short 
distance ahead. ‘The main train was this 
day left behind in order to expedite 
the column, ia echarge of Col. Bristol, 
with two companies, C and D, to. guard 
it. 
bulances accompanied the column. ‘The trail 
grew fresher and fresher, and indicated the pass- 
age of large numbers of Indians. The troops 
were elated at the prospect of meeting the foe, 
new life was infused, and du Ing the ensuing 
two days they marched 65 miles. In such a 
couptry such marching seems incredible, infant- 
ry and cavalry marching together. Ontue morn- 
ing of the 30th the column started at 4 o’¢ lock, 
the scouts, as usual, about 2 miles in advance.

of circling (turning the flanks), but this wes 
prevented by the energetic aud rapid manner 
in’ which the celumn was broughtup. Upon 
hearing the first volley the column fairly flew to 
the spot, led by the gallant commaader, who de- 
ployed into line on the gallop, and charged the 
bluff without halting, cavalry on the mght and 
left, infaptry centre. Lieut. Pope's battery was 
posted on elevated ground in rear of the line. 
As soon a8 the scouts could do so they formed 
on the extreme leit. It was a brilliant sight 
to witness the rapidity and precision with 
which the column was thrown into line, and the 
charge, fully illustrating the extreme coolness 
and capacity of the commander under 
the most excitarg cireumsiances, and the 
good effect of years of discip live 
Col.. Comp- 
ton led the right wing and Col. Biddle the lett. 
The ndges, cecupied by about 500 Indians, were 
a line of steep, ragged bluffs, almost unap- 
proachable ; still the troops sprang uoflinch- 
ingly to the work, scaled the heights in the face 
of a heavy fire, and drove the enemy peli-me!! 
into the canons beyond. The great ditliculties 
experienced in making this charge can hardly 
be conceived, and much praise is due the troops 
for the determined, effeetive manner with 
which it was aceomplished. The niils are so 
steep and ragged that the troopers were com- 
pellied to advance picking their way in a zig-zag 
course to the top, yet at the moment of thle on- 
elaught every man was in bis place, esthusiasti- 
cally, bent on driving or ex.erminating the sav- 
aves concealed at the top. The Indians stood 
their ground until the line had nearly gained tho 
brow of the bluff, but the charge was so deter- 
mined, and the volleys poured into them so ef- 
fective, that, after some little show of bravery, 
they turned, completely routed, flying im all di- 
reetious, 

This scattering of the redskins caused an ex- 
tension of the lines, which were somewhat over 
3 miles in length, the cavairy gallopivg in 
pursuit of the retreatipg enemy through deep 
canons, scaling bluffs almost inaccessible, now 
and then charging end carrying some #trong- 
hold oeceupied by a force of indians, on and on 
through au apparently impassable coyntry, un- 
til the savages, pressed so closely that they 
could not reform, were demoralized and in fuil 
flight. They were driven i3 miles to the 
south bank of Red River, the fight and pursuit 
lasting until 2 o'cleck in the afternoon. It was 
evident that the Indians bad some object in 

attacking the column, and it wag rightly con- 
jectured that in doing so (being foi- 
lowed so closely) they sought to delay the 
command until their families could be got ont 
of the way. During the pursuit and about .s 
miles from the battlefield their burning camps 
were passed. At least 300 lodges were in flames, 
fired by the Indians io their hurry to get away.

Quantities of dried buffalo meat, camp-utensils, - 


and all sorts of Indian implements fell into the 
hands of the troops, and were destroyed. The 
trail to the river was strewn wiih abaadoned 
property, and many dead and wounded ponies 
were found along the route. 

During the fight Gen, Miles, mounted on his 
favorite mare Virginia—which many of his old 
command will remember as the beautiful animal 
he rode during the jast year of the War—gai- 
loped along the lines, attending personally tothe 
minutest details of the attack’ and subsequent 
meyement of the troops, only assisted by his 
Adjutant, Lieut. Baird, and Aid, Lieut. Wet- 
more, who carried his orders to the right and left 
wings res ively 

Much eer. was displayed by the entire 
diamant Lieut. Pope, Fifth Infantry, per- 
formed splendid service with lis battery during 
the charge, throwing percussion shells from his 
Parrotis apd balls from the Gatlings at knots of 
Indians gathered here and there on the biuffs,

Thus ended the first battle of the campaign. 
Our loss was one cavalry sergeant and two men 
wounded, while that inflicted upen the Indians 
was at least thirty. It had, up to this fight, 
been regarded an impossibility to operate suc- 
cessfully against Indians at this season of the 
year. When, grass can be-.had for their ponies 
and buffaloes are plenty the savages roam at 
will in this section. “If yon want to find In- 
dians, go for them in the winter” isan old ex- 
pression inthearmy. This has been the ex- 
perience of troops heretofore, 

On the 3lst Gen. Miles with the cavalry cross- 
edthe Red River, and, foilowing the trail, pene- 
trated a distance of 30 miles into the Staked 
Plains. On the route the bodies of seventeen 
dead Indians, together with abandoned property 
of all sorta, were passed, which fact not only 
proved their great loss and severe punishment 
the day previous, but indicated as weil their 
complete rout and demoralization, Unless pugh- 
ed to the death an Indian never permits a dead 
body to fail into the hands of an enemy. 

In the reconnoissance the main force of the 
InJians was discovered and estimated at about 
3,000, including families, The scarcity of sup- 
plies ‘rendered it necessary for the column to re- 
tura toa point nearer the base. When refitted 
and somewhat recuperated we shail make 
another aud longer move.

Gov. Kellogg, of Louisiana, has addressed 
to Tus TRIBUNE @ second communication in re- 
lation to the represeatatious of Mr. C. H. 
Walker. In order that the Governor may not 
complain of being denied a hearing, we print 
what he has to say in another column ; 
and, in order that the truth may not be con- 
cealed, we remark that the Governor is 
both ill-tempered and disingenuous, The tone 
in which he speaks shows that heis hurt. He 
can scarcely be saidto speak. He cries. He 
says that the animus of Mr. Walker's various 
statements is a desire to obtain a social position 
in the Teche country, “which he does not re- 
ceive and to which he is not entitied.” 
It will be easy for Mr. Walker to 
answer in the same strain, that, if such repre- 
sentations as he has made are calculated to give 
him an exalted social station in the Teche coun- 
try, Mr. Kellogg certainly cannot be highly 
esteemed there. Undoubtedly this is the case. 
Gov. Kellogg has himself admitted it. To 
charge him with dereliction of duty is to 
deserve the gratitude of the white people, not 


only in the Teche country, but in all parts of 


Louisiana. It is, therefore, sheer impudence 
for him to affirm that the statement of Mr. 
Walker “is regarded” by good citizens of 
Louisiana in one way or anotber. He 
bas no means of knowing how the statement is 
regarded by good citizens. Wedd not propose 
to discuss at thie time the specific points at 
issue between Gov. Kellogg and Mr. Walker. 
The quarrel is their own. It is only our interest 
to see that it is conducted decently. 


THE FIRE QUESTION. 

We publish this morning an able and interest- 
ing letter from Mr. Alfred Perry, General Man- 
ager of the Royal Canadian Insurance Company, 
who adds to his experience as an underwriter 
that of thirty years’ practical labor as a fireman. 
He reviews the action of the National Board of 
Underwriters most impartially, pointing out 
where they have erred and where their com- 
plaints were justifiable. It is the best, clearest, 
aod most practical exposition of the Chicago 
fire question we have yet seen. 

Mr. Perry cites tae fact that, in the neighbor- 
hood where the firn of July 14 originated, the 
buildings were all of tinderwood, huddled to- 
gether ina district where water was poorly sup- 
plied, and yet most of them, with their contents, 
were insured for raore than they were worth. 
Here was another instance of what every in- 


zeal and avarice of insurance solicitors there 
are thousands of promises, which at best are a 
very poor risk, but which are largely over- 
insured. The National Board make no refer- 
ence to this matter, which is of the utmost im- 
portance to all honest insurers. Mr. Perry made 
a personal tour of the engine-houses of the city, 
and, as a stranger, conversed with the men, and 
failed to discover the slightest indication of any 
political demoralization. He found the men 
and officers, so far as he could judge, in splea- 
did condition physicaily, and wholly indifferent 
as to party politics. He calls attention to 
the fact that it has been widely advertised that 
the Fire Department of Chicago was a sort of 
political hospital, and the National Board seem 
to be carried away with this idea, which Mr. Perry 
considers has no foundation in fact. The real 
state of the case, so far as the working members 
of the Fire Department is concerned, is that Mr. 
Perry does them no more than justice. With 
very few exceptions, the officers and men are 
brave, hard-working, and faithful men, and 
most of them experienced. But the officers are 
without authority, and are themselves mere sub- 
ordinates to a Board which is not only a political 
machine, but composed of men utterly unfit for 
the places they hold. The Department, if. left 
to the Chief Engineer and his assistance, would 
be far more efficient than it can ever be under 
the control of the present Fire Commissioners. 

He regards the expenditure for the Depart- 
ment as enormous and largely unnecessary. 
The apparatus in use has all been provided for 
arge fires, and engines weighiog four tons be- 
ing all hauled a mile every time there is an alarm 
ora iire of any kind. These large engines are 
sometimes fed by small pipes, which ‘they s00n 
exhaust, and they are then helpless. He sug- 
geste a reform, that engines of light weight and 
adapted for small fires be provided, as these, be- 
ing promptly on the spot, can be at work and 
often extinguish the fire before it has assumed 
sqrious proportions, He also advocates an in- 
crease in the number of the chemical machines, 
which should be dispatched ahead of the steam- 
ers, and frequently render the services of the 
atter unnecessary. He denies that the criti- 
cism of the National Board as to the 
size of the water-pipes is as intelligent 
as it might be. There isa danger of water fur- 
nished by pipes freezing; and, in view of such 
danger and as @ general means of supply, he 
urges that large tanks be suvk at distances of 
1,090 feet; from these the engines could always 
draw an inexhaustiblesupply. He advises that 
the rubber hose exclusively used in Chicago be 
discarded, and leather hose addpted. The latter 
is lighter, is less costly, can be repaired, and is 
equalty as servicesble as the rubber. Mr. Perry 
mak4s 4 sensible criticism tipon the absurd de- 


mard thatthe lumber-yardis be removed from

Instead of compeiling Chicago to 
abandon the lumber trade, he advises that the 
danger from that source be reduced 
to the minimum by proper precautions 
against fire in all the manufactories of 
wooden articles, saw and planing mills. He 
compares the complaint of thé Insurance Board, 
that the salvage is #0 small in Chicago, with 
their requirement for iron doors and shutters ; 
declares that, while Mansard roofs are the ex- 
ception in Chicago, they are the rulein New 
York; and cites the fact that our streets are 
nearly double in width the streets in New York. 
His suggestions as to the drill and discipline of 
the ire Department are most appropriate and 
excellent. We commend the whole iétter of Mr. 
Perry to the careful consideration of the public, 
and claim that it shows that the action of the 
National Board ot Underwriters was rash, in- 
considerate, and unnecessarily oppressive upon 
a city like Chicago. 


MUNICIPAL TAXATION. 

The answer to Mr. Galloway's communication, 
printed elsewhere, is, that the merchants of 
Chicago do pay a large, very large, part of the 
$7,000,000 tax. They pay it, not only in direct 
taxes on their stocks, their homes, their lands, 
their personalty, and, if they are interested in 
corporations, their capital stock, and not only, 
as Mr. Galloway suggests, in their rents, but in 
their wages. Their employes’ pay depends, in a 
large degree, upon the cost of living, and one of 
the elements which decide that cost is the rate 
of taxation. We believe that the majority of 
merchants in Chicago would pay less, under in- 
directt axation, than they do now. It would 
only be necessary to levy about $6,000,000 of 
taxes in order to raise as much money, net, as 
we do now with a $7,000,000 levy. The saving 
in the consequent check to the corruption which 
now pervades our Government would be no 
mean item. 

Taxation can never be distributed equitably 
among people under the vaiuation system. For 
nobody can ever find out what the property of 
particular individuals amountsto. Mr. Galloway 
is chasing a will-o’-the-wisp if he is trying to ac- 
complish this. Taxes can, however, be equitably 
distributed in proportion to the individual con- 
This is the fairest and 
Indirect 


sumption of the poople. 
the easiert test of tax-paying power. 
taxation will effect this exactly. Not a man, 
woman, or child could escape paying his or her 
share of the State, county, and city taxes. The 
instance which Mr. Galloway gives of the difi- 
culty of. fixing license-fees for dealers, some of 
whom have large and some emall capitals, is 
well put. The problem can be solved, however, 
by a scale of licenses proportioned to the amount 
and character of the business. Evenif this 
were found impracticabie, the amall dealer could 
better afford to pay his fixed fee than he can now 
afford to pay as much and morein direct taxes. 


OUR CIVIC WAR. 

In Chicago, these are the times that try men’s 
noses. Our preliminary politica! squabbles are 
being condacted on the principle of a word and 
a blow. It seems impossible for two patriots 
who are willing to serve their country at their 
country’s expense to meet withoui bandying 
hard words and hard knocks. The average citi- 
zen can console himself with the reflection that 
both are usually well deserved. If the present 
mania continues, we way expect to see the Hon. 
John Morrissey hastening to such a congenial 
clime. He has just flattened the nose of @ rash 
New Yorker who called a fellow-politician a bard 
name. This is in the true Chicago style. 
The Hon. John will be met with open 
arms by Mike McDonald, and Nick 
Geary, and Karl Klings, and the rest of our 
amateur shoulder-hitters. Then will the saw- 
dust of saloons once more run red with streams 
from rubicund noses. The local columns of the 
city press will overflow with bloody details.

A PLUCKED PIGEON. 

‘“Uneasy lies the head that wears a crown.” 
Gov. Keilogg, of Louisiana, has been made the 
target of almost endless abuse during the past 
few months; but, when some of the facts of his 
Administration are considered, it would seem as 
if the public should regard him more ip sorrow 
thanin anger. If ever a pigeon were pluckedin 
this world, that pigeon is Kellogg. Every step 
that he took invoived a fat fee. Turn whichever 
way he might, he was destined to meet some in- 
portunate politician soliciting money. There 
were beggars to the right of him, and beggars 
to the left of him; beggars in Louisiana, and 
beggars in Washington; politicians who could 
do everything for him, and politicians who could 
do nothing for him ; but all crying like the horse- 
leech’s daughter, *‘ Give, give,” and all wanting 
their slice large and thick. The situation calls 
for sympathy, not censure. 

It was an accident which revealed the situa- 
tion. One bright morning, through atress of 
unforeseen circumstances, the Governor removed 
from the State -House to the Custom-House so 
abruptly that he hadn’t time to take his private 
papers with him. His short-lived snccessors, in 
clearing out the Gubernatorial desk preparatory 
to opening business, gathered up the Governor's 
letters, and, having nothing else to do, coolly sat 
down and commenced reading them. It was an 
impertinent proceeding, but it developed rich- 
ness and political nuggets of the largest size. 
First came E. C. Billings, a Republican lawyer of 
New Orleans. As Mr. Billings was going away 
in a few days, he would be obligedif the Govern- 
or would hand a part of his fees to their ** mu- 
tual friend,” Mr. Barrett; and, being of a san- 
guine temperament, his hopes reached the 
emount of $5,000. The next letter showed that 
he got $2,500. Then comes a letter from 
one Williams, wondering why his fees have 
been forgotten. Then Billings turns up again 
aud writes “‘ Dear Governor: Chandler (Wiil- 
iam E.) is working with us, and he has worked 
with us nobly and effectively. He wished me to 
write you about his fees.” Having finished the 
first drawer, the new Administration dives

His letter is serene, 
dignified, and flattering witbal, and has a diplo- 
matic air about it characteristic of the venerable 
old place-hunter.

Then 
comes Ben Butler, the optimist, with his philo- 
e ophical crest and motto, ** Comme je le trouve,” 
t. uking things as he finds them; and he thinks that 
the amount which he will find and take ought to 
be $3,000. Lest the Governor may think this is 
t 90 much, he reminds him that he advised with 
t he counsel who argued the Louisiana case in 
t he Supreme Court, and that the counsel will 
recognize his claim ; hence, “ please remit by 
d raft, which draft will be your receipt.” Poor 
h .ellogg! The next man who comes is Senator 
( &urpenter, and he comes very much as Achilles 
e ntersin ‘*‘ La Belle Helene.” Heis short, sharp, 
t trse, and fiendishly in earnest. He bas only 
t bree lines to write, but Whately himself could 
rtot have put them more logically, ‘‘ Dear Kel- 
kogg, Tam desperately short.” This is to the 
point. There ie no mistaking his meaning. Be- 
lag desperately short, of course he wants 
nioney. ‘Can't you send «me $1,000?” Then 
c omes the inevitable ergo: “If so, it would be 
a godsend. Yours truly.” In the whole history 
Of political correspondence nothing neater or 
nore laconic than this can be found. 

How many more letters of this sort were found 
it has nogbeen stated. As the McEnery Govern- 
iment was Ouly in power a day or two, it may not 
be impossible that they held a consultation and 
decided, if this was the manner in which Kellogg 
was bled, it would be chéaper for them to quit at 
once than to stay.

THE FIFTH WARD. 

Even in the Fifth Ward, which has long borne 
the title of the “ banner ward” of the Republic- 
ans, there is disagreement among the oppo- 
nents of the People’s Party.

A. Mange, of Augusta, Ga. from what paris of 
it are intelligible, it is thought that 
the gentleman advocates the pian of 
insurace propounded by Commissioner Sher- 
idan a few davs ago.

THE BEETHOVEN NIGHT. 

The first time that Beethoven's music was ever 
heard in a public concert in Chicago was on the 
38d of June, 1853, when the admirable Germania 
Orchestra, of Boston, played the Allegretto of 
the Eighth Symphony at the old Tremont Hall, 
where Adalina Patti and many another famous 
songstress made their debuts. The first time 
Chicago ever heard a Beethoven Symphony en- 
tire was on the 9th of the same month, a week 
later than the above date, when the same orches- 
tra performed his Second. After this, Mr, Ba- 
latka did a great work for the Beethoven music, 
as, during the various seasons of the 
Philharmonic Society, he brought out 
the Symphonies except the 
Ninth. Since those days there bave been four 
distinct Beethoven events in our musical histo- 
ry. a8 follows: A Beethoven night by Theodore 
Thomas, Nov. 14, 1370, at Farwell nsf at which 
were given the Sixth Syrmphony, the Leonore 
overture No. 3, the Sevtetie, op. 20, and the Clo- 
ral Kantasie; the Beethoven Centennial, Dec. 16 
and 17, 18/0, at.Farwell Hail, by the Germania 
Mennercbor, under the lead of Mr. Balatka, of 
which th. Ninth Symphony, with Mile. Rosetti, 
Miss Von Wordragen, and Messrs. Schultze and 
Goodwilliv for the quartette, was the leading 
feature; the second Beethoven night by Mr. 
Thomas at Kingsbury Hall, Oct. 10, 1873, at 
which he gave the Eighth Symphony and all 
four of the Leonora overtures ; and lastly the re- 
citals of thirty of the sonatas by Mr. Wolfsohn, 
commencing on the 10th of last April. Mr. 
Thomas hes now given us the third or his Bee- 
thoven nights with the following excellent pro- 
gramme :

The programme ofthe evening gives a very ex- 
celleut description of the Symphony, There are 
a few poilits Cob ected witn it. however, whicb 
are not brought out, and we therefore brieily 
state the circumstance of its‘composition. In 
the fali of 1802, Beethoven set about the execu- 
tion of a plan to do homage to Napoleon in a 
grand instrumental work. It was pot until 
1803, however, that he commenced the Eroice. 
He finished it in 1804, and it was tirst performed 
in January, 1805. The original idea was sueg- 
gested to him by Bernadotte, the French 
Ambassador at Vienna, aud 
King of Sweden. Beethoven wasan uitra-hoe- 
publican in sentiment, and ardently desired that 
ail Governments should be modeled upon the 
idea of Piato’s Republic. He tirmly be.eved it 
was Napoleon's purpose to repnbiicanize France 
in this manuer, #ence his respect and enthnai- 
asm for him. He bad prepared a copy, with 
Bonaparte’s name on it, to be sent to the First 
Consul when tbe news arrived that he had pro- 
claimed himseli Emperor. Beethoven, in a tow- 
e:lag rage, tore off title-page and 
threw the work’on the floor with execrations 
against the symphony, Napoleon, and everything 
elise. It was a long time before he would allow 
it to be given to the world, and whem it did ap- 
pesrit was entitled Sinfonia Eroica, composta 
per festeggiane il souvenir di un grand nomo 
"7 composed to preserve the memory of a great 
nauie’ ), and was dedicated to Prince Lobko- 
wits, one of his patrons. After Napoleon’s tragic 
fate 1t St. Helena, Beethoven became more rec- 
onciled, and alluding to the catastrophe remarked 
that he had writteu appropriate music for it, re- 
ferring ef course to the ** Funerai’ March ” of the 
adagio. The performance of such a work is 
more than ordinarily important, and has addi- 
tional interest at this time, as it is almost a 
novelty here. We believe it has been given but 
ouce here, and that was nearly ten vears ago, 
Mr. Balatka baving brought it out at the third 
concert of the fifth sea of the Philhar- 
monic Society, Dec. 28, 1864. The work 
at that time made a dep impression, and was 
one of the most important of Mr. Balatka’s suc- 
cesses during those memorable concerts. Mr.

It was not expected that, Chicago 
could fulfill all the requirements in two months, 
but it was expected that she would make an 
effort to protect herself, and one which would 
look to a compliance with the requisitions as 
soon as practicable.

The first requirement, regarding the 
extension of fire-limits, passed by so slight a 
majority that members of the Board could 
detect but little determination. It is not ex-
